aT, the Nobility: 


The Shrine is an ancient Arabic order insti- 
tuted by Mohammedan Kalif Alu, son-in- 
law of the Prophet Mohammed, in the year 
644 A.D. at Mecca in Arabia. The order 
was organized to promote religious toler- 
ance, to succor and aid the poor and needy 
of all races and creeds. And down through 
the ages its work continues. 


The order was brought to North Amer- 
ica in 1872 by William Florence and Dr. 
Walter M. Fleming. The first Temple in- 
stituted in America was Mecca Temple in New York City. 


The order in America does not advocate Mohammedanism as a sect, but 
cates the same respect of Diety here as in Arabia and elsewhere. The 
traditions of the order are laid about the holy Mohammedan city of Mecca 
in Arabia, in which is located the famous Mosque of Mecca, in the interior 
h is the Kaaba, or Holy House, its doors being coated with silver, 
embellished with gold ornaments, in which rests the celebrated Black Stone, 
said to have been brought by the Angel Gabriel and given to Abraham. The 
holy well of Zem Zem, said to have heen found in the desert by Hagar where 
her son Ishmael was dying of thirst, supplies the city with water for drinking 
and ablution. 


Every true Mohammedan hopes during his lifetime to visit the Holy Land 

of Arabia and do homage at Mecca, the birthplace of the Prophet Mohammed. 
No pilgrim visits Mecca without walking around the Kaaba seven times and 
kissing the famous Black Stone built in its wall. The pilgrim after offering 
up his devotions at the shrine felt a freedom of mind and soul and proceeded 
to relax and enjoy himself in the manner of Arabian custom. 
Shriners are taught tolerance and charity. The Shrine 
s given its soul when the order committed itself to the 
rian project ever conceived and carried out by men, the 
al for Crippled Children. This is the “Mecca” of our Shrine. 
A place where every Shriner is expected to visit, not to pay homage, but to 
see the smiling faces and sparkling eyes of little “tots” with twisted bodies 
and deformed limbs going through the process of being made useful active 
citizens.
